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Inquiiy to decide 
fate of mall plan

A PUBLIC inquiry has been 
called to decide the fate of 
pedestrianisation plans for 
Haverhill town centre. 

The highly unusual move has 
been made by Suffolk County 
Council following years of object¬ 
ions and disagreements over how 
the town should be made more 
shopper-friendly. 

The most recent plan, revealed last June, 
restricted weekday access from 10am until 
4pm in High Street and Queen Street, and 
until 5pm in Quakers Lane. 

It also proposed street closures allowing 
an additional market on Fridays. 

However, it was met with strong object¬ 
ions from town centre businesses, as well as 
disabled groups in the area who argued that 
access would be difficult. 

On Tuesday, Suzanne Buck, the county 
council’s team leader for traffic manag¬ 
ement, attended a meeting with more than 
20 town centre business owners at Menta, in 
Hollands Road, to explain the situation. 

Mrs Buck said the public had been 
consulted on the latest plans and there were 
a number of strong objections. 

She said: “What usually happens is that we 
address each objection and negotiate a 
solution. However, in this case unfortunately 
we cannot resolve all the issues.

Mum of six is sentenced for store card fiddle 


A MOTHER of six, who used a 
childhood friend’s name to set 
up a store card account which 
she failed to pay, has been 
sentenced to a 12-month 
community order and forced 
to pay £288.45 compensation. 

Lisa Wallace, of Notley 
Drive, Haverhill, used her 
former friend’s name to order 


products from the Next 
directory during June 2009. 

The 35-year-old was sent¬ 
enced at Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday. 

Wallace had eight previous 
convictions for a total of 33 
offences, including 19 of fraud 
and nine of theft. 

Her community order 


involves her being placed 
under supervision by the 
probation service during the 
period. 

When Wallace set up her 
Next account she gave the 
name and date of birth of a 
woman she had known as a 
child, but lost contact with. 

She ordered goods valued at 


almost £300, but did not pay 
for any of them. 

The debt was passed on to a 
company who contacted the 
woman whose name was 
used. She recognised Wallace’s 
address and the police were 
informed.

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Web puts 
parents in 
classroom 


A PRIMARY school in Ha¬ 
verhill is helping to shape the 
ways parents engage with 
their children’s education in 
the future. 

Clements Community 
Primary School in Clarendon 
Road is one of a select few 
“exemplar schools" around 
the country which is using a 
web-based programme called 
Classroom Monitor, to raise 
the level of parental involve¬ 
ment in learning. 

It is hoped the programme 
will raise standards. 

The parental access portal 
allows parents to log on and 
follow the progress of their 
child, viewing reports and 
pieces of work. 

It has built upon Class¬ 
room Monitor’s previous 
success in more than 1,500 
schools as a resource which 
allowed teachers to quickly 
and easily record how pupils 
are doing in line with the 
national curriculum and 
Government criteria. 

Lesley Farrow, headteacher 
at Clements, said: “We have 
been using Classroom Mon¬ 
itor’s parental access portal 
since January and think it is a 
very powerful tool to help 
parents become more fam¬ 
iliar with what their children 
are achieving. 

“As many families have a 
computer at home, the portal 
provides an easy way for 
them to keep up-to-date with 
their child’s school work. 

"This is particularly imp¬ 
ortant for our typically hard- 
to-reach parents who may 
feel anxious about coming in 
to the school.”

“It is very unusual that a traffic 
regulation order has to be settled 
with a public inquiry. It is the first 
time I have ever known it in my 
entire career. It is normally done 
through negotiation but it is clearly a 
very emotive issue and this hasn’t 
been possible.” 

A team of impartial inspectors will 
visit the town in September and 
spend four to six weeks dissecting 
the plans and listening to objections, 
before making their decision. 

Mrs Buck said: “Whatever decision 
they come to, no matter what 
anyone else thinks, will be final. 

“All objections will be considered 
equally - it will not be those who 
shout the loudest but the detail of 
the objection.” 

It was also revealed that although 
the Queen Street and High Street 
traffic proposals are separate, they 
will be dealt with together during the 
inquiry. If the High Street proposals 
are rejected the council can then 
reintroduce suggestions for Queen 
Street. 

Those attending the meeting, 
including Cllr Anne Gower, also 
heard that police in Haverhill are 
planning a clampdown period on 
people parking illegally in the city 
centre, and that £750,000 of the Area 
Growth Fund has been ear-marked 
for enhancing the environment in 
High Street. 

Consultation with residents and 
businesses will begin shortly, with 
the aim of starting work in February 
next year. 


University bid 
by developer 


A PROPERTY developer 
told local business owners 
this week that he hopes to 
turn Haverhill into a uni¬ 
versity town. 

Nic Rumsey, director of Caris- 
brooke Investments, was unveil¬ 
ing an updated master plan for 
the Research Park in Hanchet 
End, which he hopes will allow 
Haverhill to compete with its 
illustrious rival Cambridge one 
day. 

A number of residents objected 
to Mr Rumsey’s original proposal 
for the site he now owns - bord¬ 
ering the A1017 and A1307 roads 
at the north of the town - mainly 
due to the residential element 
which bordered existing propert¬ 
ies. 

However, the new plan includ- 
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es a greater buffer zone between 
the current housing and future 
development, and received a 
warm reception from town 
centre shop owners at a meeting 
on Tuesday at Menta in Hollands 
Road. 

Mr Rumsey said he wanted the 
site, if accepted, to help Haverhill 
evolve into a research hub. 

He said: “The plan is to set up a 
business school or university 
faculty on the site to make 
Haverhill into a university town 
and attract companies into the 
area. 

“I have been talking with 
Anglia Ruskin and University 
Campus Suffolk to try to get them 


to ally with Haverhill and get 
them on the site. 

“We need this research park to 
be at least as good as Cam¬ 
bridge’s and then we hope to beat 
them in the price we can offer.” 

The masterplan is set to go 
before St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council on April 5. If approved, it 
will be developed into an outline 
planning application in early 
summer. 

Some objectors to the new 
development were concerned 
about the residential properties 
which are part of the plan, but 
Mr Rumsey tried to allay any 
such fears. 

He said: “The research park is 
my principle focus - the resi¬ 
dential aspect is simply an 
engine to set it up there.”

Firecrews battle

factory inferno 


FLAMES ripped through a 
Haverhill factory, causing part 
of the building to collapse and 
raising health fears for families 
living nearby. 

Homeowners in the vicinity of 
Haverhill Mould and Tooling were 
urged to keep their windows and doors 
shut while firefighters battled the 
inferno, which started shortly after 
12.30pm on Saturday. 

Half of the semi-detached tool 
making unit in Boundary Road - which 
contained building plastic and 
kerosene - was completely engulfed by 
the blaze. 

The heart of the fire appeared to be a 
storage area on a mezzanine floor in 
the factory, which measured approx¬ 
imately 65ft by 65ft. 

Eight pumps tackled the flames, 
eventually extinguishing the blaze by 
3.30pm. Crews attended the scene 
from stations in Haverhill, Clare, 
Withersfield and Linton, as well as 
Ipswich. 

The events at Haverhill Mould and 
Tooling, which provides an injection 
moulding and tooling service, were 
witnessed by Adrian Burge, managing 
director of bespoke furniture firm 
Office Problems Solved, based in 
nearby Falconer Road. 

He said: “All we could see from this 
side was a lot of flames and a lot of 
smoke. The smoke was pretty black, 
horrible and hugely acrid because they 
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have got plastics in the works. 

“We could see the roof was all 
damaged and it sounds like there has 
been a collapse.” 

Mr Burge added: “The environ¬ 
mental people and the fire brigade 
came down and ushered away anyone 
who was watching, because of the 
smoke.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk fire and 
rescue service said the building had 
“partially collapsed” and that jets had 
surrounded the building to fight the 
flames in an effort to protect 
surrounding buildings. 

Due to kerosene and other chemical 
agents being used within the factory, 
Anglian Water was called to the site 
once the fire was under control to see if 
the water course and drains were 
contaminated. 

The Environment Agency and 
council environmental health experts 
also attended due to the large smoke 
plume and water runoff, and electricity 
suppliers were alerted. These measures 
were said to be precautionary and the 
area was declared safe later that day. 

After the blaze was extinguished 
firefighters stayed on the scene to 
dampen down. 

Police were forced to close roads in 
the surrounding area and have 
confirmed they are not treating the fire 
as suspicious.

Questionnaire 
appalled me 

Sir, I am writing with reference to 
the article ‘Parents in plea over 
school bus’ (Weekly News, March 
10 ) 

My daughter, who lives in 
Haverhill, has been attending 
Hillside special school in Sudbury 
since she was 4. She is now 12 and 
is provided with a personal 
assistant, and travels to school in a 
taxi. 

She used to share a minibus with 
other children and an escort, but 
about six years ago the driver and 
escort felt it was unwise for her to 
continue to use this service any 
longer for health and safety 
reasons. She falls in the category of 
severely mentally impaired and 
can be a danger to herself and 
others, requiring one-to-one 
support at all times. 

When I received the questionnaire 
and proposal form from Suffolk 
County Council suggesting that 
there may be changes to the 
transport system for children like 
my daughter, I was shocked and 
appalled that these ideas had even 
been suggested. 

If her transport was to be 
withdrawn I would not be able to 
get her to school (financially or 
physically) and would have to look 
at what other residential care 
packages were available. This 
would cost the tax payer 
considerably more than the 
amount to run the transport which 
is essential to us. 

I have filled out my questionnaire 
and returned it, and I would urge 
other parents in my position to do 
the same. I feel if no one gives any 
feedback, then the county council 
will think the service is not 
required. The pressure of bringing 
up a severely disabled child is 
enough for any parent without 
dealing with cutbacks that should 
not even be considered.

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Rapist jailed for 
attacks on teen 


‘Extremely serious’ offences 
demand long sentence: judge

A COMPUTER engineer has 
been jailed for 17 years for 
repeatedly raping a school- 
girl. 

Jason Cutts, 43, had denied the 
allegation but was last month 
found guilty by a jury at Ipswich 
Crown Court. 

Cutts, of Birdwood Road, Cam¬ 
bridge, also introduced the 14- 
year-old, from Haverhill, to 
business partner Phillip Skinner, 
60, who also raped her. 

The court heard that Cutts and 
Skinner had each watched as the 
other had sex with the girl on a 
sofa. She became pregnant. 

Judge John Devaux imposed an 
extended sentence on Cutts tot¬ 
alling 27 years, with 17 years to be 
served in prison. Cutts was also 
ordered to be placed on the Sexual 
Offenders Register indefinitely. 

A laptop computer seized by 
police from Cutts and found to 
contain child pornography will be 
destroyed. 

Judge Devaux told Cutts a 
lengthy prison term was the only 
appropriate sentence because of 
the “extremely serious” nature of 
the offences. 

Cutts was convicted of six 
offences of rape, two of indecent 
assault, 13 of making indecent

images of children, one of poss¬ 
essing an indecent image of a child 
and one of distributing an 
indecent image of a child. 

The offences took place between 
March 2001 and November 2005, 
some of them in Haverhill. 

Following the rapes by Cutts the 
girl, who is now 24, fell pregnant 
and he helped arrange for her to 
have a termination. 

Giving evidence, Cutts claimed 
the girl’s allegations were “just a 
fantasy” and said he had not been 
responsible for her becoming 


pregnant. 

He also denied having put 
indecent images of children on his 
computer. 

Cutts had run a computer busi¬ 
ness with Skinner from premises in 
Hollands Road, Haverhill, and with 
shops in Sudbury and Halstead. 

Skinner, of Kitchen Hill, Bulmer, 
near Sudbury, was also found 
guilty of an offence of raping the 
same girl between December 2005 
and November 2006. He had 
already pleaded guilty to poss¬ 
ession of indecent images of 
children following the seizure of 
his laptop as part of the same in¬ 
vestigation. 

The prosecution alleged Skinner 
had offered Cutts cash payments 
in return for arranging sex with the 
girl. 

Skinner, who has served a 
previous prison sentence for 
possession of child pornography, 
admitted that he was attracted to 
girls aged between JJ and J4 and 
enjoyed viewing indecent images 
of them but denied ever having sex 
with a girl of that age. 

Judge Devaux adjourned sent¬ 
encing of Skinner to allow for the 
preparation of reports by the 
probation service. 


Charitable jewellers go for gold 


ODD earrings and chains with 
broken clasps have helped a 
jewellers raise more than 
£J8,000 for a hospice. 

Now Griffith Jones in High 
Street, Haverhill, is renewing its 
call for hoarders to clear out 
their jewellery boxes and help it 
reach its £20,000 target. 

The shop launched its effort 
two years ago and since then 
has received 235 donations of 
unwanted pieces of scrap gold, 
which have raised £J8,557.0J for 
St Nicholas Hospice Care. 

Partner Graham Shipp said he 
was delighted with how much 
had been raised so far, but 
encouraged people to continue 
hunting for items of scrap gold. 

He said: “I have always 
supported the hospice through 
collection boxes and I thought 
this would be another good way 
to help the charity. 

“We want this to carry on and 


raise even more money for the 
hospice. It doesn’t matter how 
small the item is, it can still help. 

“We are really hopeful that we 
can hit our £20,000 target very 
soon, and urge people to bring 
in their scrap gold and help us.” 

Mr Shipp hopes people will 
look in their old jewellery boxes 
and take any odd earrings, 
unwanted chains or broken 
clasps into the shop. They will 
then be valued, with all pro¬ 
ceeds going to the hospice. 

Abby Mayes, corporate fund¬ 
raiser at St Nicholas, said: “We 
would really like to thanks 
Griffith Jones for thinking of the 
hospice - we are thrilled with 
the success of this venture. 

“We urge people to have a 
look for their scrap gold, as even 
small items could make a big 
difference and help Griffith 
Jones to hit that £20,000 target.”

Sex lie woman 
sent to prison 


A MUM-TO-BE who 
lied about being 
sexually assaulted by 
a taxi driver on her 
way from St Ives has 
been jailed. 

Gemma Hasson, 25, 
now faces the prospect of 
being in prison when she 
has her first baby, due in 
May. 

Hasson, a marketing 
analyst of Blacksmiths 
Lane, Shudy Camps, made 
the false claim in a 
“moment of madness” 
when she did not have 
enough money to pay the 
fare after being taken to an 
address near Huntingdon 
on March 27 last year, 
Peterborough Crown 
Court heard. 

Judge Nic Madge told 
Hasson: “You made a false 
complaint of a serious 
sexual assault against a 
taxi driver to avoid paying 
a fare. 

“You alleged you were 
attacked in a taxi, that he 
pulled off your leggings 
and knickers and then 
chased you. That was 
false.

“Such false claims make 
it harder for the prosec¬ 
uting authorities to secure 
convictions where gen¬ 
uine complaints of sexual 
assault are made. 

“They increase the 
likelihood of guilty men 
going free and they are 
highly damaging to the 
criminal justice system. 

“I am satisfied this 
offence is so serious I have 
no option but to impose 
an immediate custodial 
sentence.” 

Hasson admitted per¬ 
verting the course of 
justice and was jailed for 
12 months. 

Hasson, who had been 
drinking, had claimed that 
she had been attacked by 
the taxi driver after a trip 
from St Ives and had 
fought him off with her 
shoe, but the court heard 
the driver had not suffered 
any injuries. 

Claire Matthews, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the taxi 
driver had been on bail for 


44 days after being 
arrested for the false 
assault. 

She told the court that 
after being arrested, 
Hasson was asked about 
the truth of her claim: “She 
maintained from first to 
last this was a true 
complaint.” 

Mark Shelley, miti¬ 
gating, said that although 
the offence was serious 
and must have been 
worrying for the taxi driver 
who was suspended from 
his job, police had very 
quickly doubted the truth 
of Hasson’s claim and had 
told Huntingdonshire 
District Council, the taxi 
licensing authority, that he 
was not dangerous. 

He said the offence was 
“completely inexplicable” 
other than it came after 
she had been drinking and 
had an argument. 

Mr Shelley said: “Once 
she started making the 
allegations she found it 
very difficult to back out of 
them. 

“It was a moment of 
madness. I think that 
genuinely applies here.”

Mr Rose said it appeared that Poulton 
had not been involved in any pre¬ 
arranging escape attempt. 

The incident happened on June J4 last 
year and Whitlock was arrested in the 
West Midlands on December 8. 

Elroy Claxton, in mitigation, said that 
Whitlock gaining his freedom as a result 
of a mistake at the prison underlined 
that there had been no escape plan 
involving Poulton. 

He said Poulton, who has a 7-year-old 
daughter, now wanted nothing to do 
with Whitlock.

IN July 2003, former UN 
weapons inspector Dr David 
Kelly died after a high-profile 
appearance before the Foreign 
Affairs Select Committee to 
answer questions about the so- 
called “dodgy dossier” of 
evidence about weapons of 
mass destruction. 

On the other side of the Atlantic 
at the time, CIA operations officer 
Valerie Plame was caught in the 
eye of a media storm after her 
own government had seemingly 
blown her cover to discredit her 
husband, who had been highly 
critical of the Bush 
administration. 

She became a focal point for the 
anger and confusion of a nation 
struggling to understand the 
decision to invade Iraq based on 
apparently flawed intelligence 
data. 

Plame endured trial by media 
and her husband, former 
ambassador Joseph Wilson, 
chronicled their ordeal in his 
2004 book, The Politics of Truth: 
Inside the Lies That Led to War 
and Betrayed My Wife’s CIA 
Identity: A Diplomat’s Memoir. 



She followed suit three years 
later with her versions of events, 
Fair Game: My Life as a Spy, My 
Betrayal by the White House. 
Doug Liman, director of The 
Bourne Identity and Mr & Mrs 
Smith, relives the fraught period 
in this dialogue-heavy thriller 
adapted from the couple’s 
memoirs. 

In the film, Valerie (Naomi Watts), 
whose CIA status is unknown to 
almost her entire circle of family 
and friends, is caught in the 
crossfire when her husband Joe 
(Sean Penn) writes a scathing 


opinion piece for The New York 
Times. 

A subsequent article in The 
Washington Post exposes Valerie 
and she is shunned by 
colleagues, including Jack 
McAllister (Michael Kelly), who 
need to protect their own 
identities. 

Fair Game is a gripping snapshot 
of the events leading up to the 
war in Iraq and the subsequent 
fallout for Valerie, Joe and their 
family. 

The script tries to avoid taking 
sides, despite the source 
material, by providing a clear and 
concise timeline of events in the 
corridors of power as the 
possibility of war becomes a 
sickening reality. 

The knot in our stomach tightens 
with each passing frame as 
Valerie and Joe witness events 
spiralling out of control before 
them, and the terrible price they 
must pay for daring to lift the veil 
of secrecy and lies. 

Watts and Penn deliver riveting, 
impassioned performances, 
laying bare the rage and 
disappointment that slowly 
threatens to tear their marriage 
apart at a time when they most 
need to mount a united front.

The Royal seal of approval 



QUALITY buy a plant with the Award of Garden Merit label, says RHS horticultural 
director Jim Gardiner and you can be sure it’s first class. 


I f you’re a regular 
shopper at garden 
centres and nurseries, 
the chances are that at some 
point you’ll have bought a 
plant which has received 
the RHS Award of Garden 
Merit (AGM). 

Most people see this as a sign 
that it’s a reliable, above average 
specimen which will perform well 
in the right conditions. But plants 
have to go through a rigorous 
process before the coveted logo 
can be added to the label. 

Only around 34 new plants are 
trialled each year and it can take 
three years plus before the AGM is 
awarded, and more for trees or 
slow-growing plants. 

Since being first introduced in 
1922, more than 7,000 plants have 
received the Award of Garden 
Merit. New plants are trialled at

one of the RHS gardens or at a 
selected nursery or specialist 
grower. 

A panel of committee experts 
then meets to discuss and assess 
the merits of the plants, with input 
from plant heritage experts and 
National Collection holders. 

“There are five criteria, which 
are looked at as a group and not 
individually,” Jim Gardiner, RHS 
director of horticulture, explains. 

“The first one is excellence for 
ordinary use in appropriate 
conditions. The next is that the 
plant is available in the trade at 
some level.” 

This means that a widely 
grown, popular plant, for instance 
Lavandula hidcote, would have to 
be widely available from retailers 
nationwide to qualify, while a less 
popular plant, such as a trillium, 
should be available from 
appropriate outlets or specialists 
who grow that type of woodland 
garden plant. 

The other criteria are that the 


plant must be “of good 
constitution”, which means it is 
known to be healthy, and 
“essentially stable in form and 
colour”, performing to its 
description. 

So, if for example you were 
buying a variegated plant, it’s not 
going to revert, says Gardiner. 

It’s also got to be reasonably 
resistant to pests and diseases. 

“For instance, there are some 
herbaceous plants that succumb to 


mildew when put under stress. 
What we are saying is that if it 
gets mildew very quickly, it won’t 
be given the Award of Garden 
Merit.” 

Climate will inevitably have 
some bearing on a plant’s 
performance. Some plants will do 
better in warmer regions in the 
south than in cooler northern 
areas. 

This is again something the 
RHS is hoping to tackle when it 


hosts the world’s first international 
trials conference at RHS Garden 
Wisley, in Surrey, in July. 

“As part of our international 
trials conference, we’ll be having a 
debate about hardiness ratings, 
linked to the Award of Garden 
Merit,” says Gardiner. 

This may mean that in future 
people will be able to more easily 
understand what ratings their 
plants fall under at the point of 
sale. At present, it’s not 


compulsory to include hardiness 
ratings on plant labels. Even when 
growers do include the 
information on the label, the 
current rating of one to four is not 
as clear as it should be, says 
Gardiner, and the RHS is hoping 
to extend the rating from one to 
seven. 

“Responsible growers are 
putting the hardiness ratings on 
their labels. If it’s not on the plant 
tag, it should be at the point of 
sale. It’s in the growers’ interest to 
make sure they put it on because 
inevitably the hardiness over the 
last few years has been tested to 
the limit.” 

This year the RHS is carrying 
out a ‘sunset review’ to ensure that 
the AGM list is up to date and that 
plants which have been 
superseded by better varieties or 
are no longer available are 
dropped from the list. 

The new logos will be drip-fed 
into outlets through the year, 
gradually replacing the old ones. 

Logos may change but the aim 
remains the same. 

“When people go to nurseries 
or garden centres, if they look for 
the AGM logo they know there’s 
been a huge amount of investment, 
not only in time but in knowledge 
and expertise, to know they’ll be 
getting a first class garden plant,” 
says Gardiner.
